RULES OF PROCEDURE 


According to RSA 40, the town Moderator determines the procedures to 
be used in Town Meetings. The Moderator determines the rules without 
regard to parliamentary or other procedural rules. The voters can 
overturn the Moderator’s rules at any time, however. A motion to 
overturn the Moderator’s rules, or establish new rules, will always take 
precedence to other business which 1s already “on the floor”. 


So that you will know the ground rules by which we are maintaining 
order, these procedural rules are announced to you ahead of time. 


e The Moderator will read each article in its entirety before that 





article is considered. 


e There can be no discussion until there has been a motion under 
the article. (usually the first motion is to approve the article as it 
appears on the warrant) 

e All motions must be seconded by a different individual. 

e Discussion will only take place after a motion has been moved 
and seconded. 

e All discussion must take place only when called upon by the 
Moderator. You must have permission from the Moderator 
before you can speak. 

e When the Moderator recognizes you, standup, speak out loudly 
and announce your name before proceeding with your 
comments. 

e If you want to change a portion of a motion, you can do so by 
making an amendment. We will consider only one move to 
amend at any given time. When discussion regarding an 
amendment comes to a conclusion, the amendment will be voted 
upon. If the amendment passes we will then continue 
considering the original motion as it has now been amended. If 
the amendment fails, we will return to considering the motion in 
its form prior to the motion to amend. 

e A secret written ballot will be used on any article when 
requested by any 5 voters in writing (RSA 40:4-a). 

e A vote will be re-tabulated by secret written ballot when 
requested in writing or orally by only 7 voters (RSA 40:40b). 
This action must be requested before we have already moved 
onto the next item of business.

One final word of advice from your Moderator: If you want to get action 
from the Town Meeting, you have to make a motion. It’s okay to get up 
and ask a question or make a comment (as long as it’s relevant to what’s 
on the table), but if you want the Town Meeting to discuss and vote on 
your idea, you have to get it on the table with a motion. Let’s work 
together to have a successful and efficient meeting.

WARRANT - MINUTES 


Town meeting and the election of officers were both held on 
Tuesday, March 11, 2008, commencing at 9:00 a.m. at the Freedom 
Town Hall. 


The Moderator, Donald Johnson, reviewed election procedures 
with the election workers in the downstairs of the Town Hall and then 
opened the polls for voting. Election workers present were: Donald 
Johnson, Moderator, Libby Priebe, Town Clerk, Sue Brown, Deputy 
Town Clerk, Beth Earle, Assistant Moderator, Rochelle Brooks and 
Alice Haslett, Ballot Clerks, and Peter Schiller, Gatekeeper. Daniel 
Brooks, Albert Godfrey and Pat McCoy, Supervisors of the Checklist, 
were also present, assisted by Ralph Kazanjian. 


After opening the polls downstairs, Mr. Johnson went upstairs to 
commence the deliberative portion of town meeting. 


The Moderator, Donald Johnson, welcomed everybody to the 
meeting and pointed out what a privilege the town meeting process is. 
Mr. Johnson also noted that we were using a new procedure this year to 
expedite the process. As people were coming in through the doors in to 
the upstairs of the Town Hall, Pat McCoy, one of the supervisors of the 
checklist, assisted by Ralph Kazanjian, were checking people off of the 
checklist and providing green index cards for voting purposes. By using 
this procedure, if any of the warrant articles come to a written ballot. it 
will not be necessary to have everybody go through the checklist process 
again to vote. 


Mr. Johnson then brought our attention to Page 117 of the Town 
Report which lists all of the townspeople we have lost during 2007 and 
made special note of Robert Fowler, a long-time election worker to 
whom our Town Report is dedicated this year, and to the loss of Paul 
Dorian (Building Inspector) who died in January of this year (2008), and 
asked for a moment of silence in their honor.

Scott Brooks, Road Agent, spoke to the issue, stating that this 
decision would be totally up to the meeting. He noted that this amount 
had initially been estimated to take care of 3 - 3 2 miles of road, but due 
to the large increases in all materials, that estimate was reduced already 
to 1 - 1 % miles of road. He noted that he tries to keep all of the roads on 
a 3 year rotation and to skip a year would mean more cracks and more 
repair work and it basically is pay now or pay later. 


Betty Godfrey spoke in favor of the article and noted that the 
longer this is put off, the more we’ll pay. 


Ms. Cupka spoke against the amendment stating that it will cost 
more in the long run.

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$11,000.00 for road crack sealing on Bennett and Ossipee Lake Roads. 


MOTION: Donna Cupka. 
SECONDED: Scott Brooks. 


Discussion. 

VOTE ON ARTICLE 8: YES, the article carries. 
ARTICLE 9: 

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$24,600.00 for the replacement of a 60’ culvert located on Rice Hill 
Road. 


MOTION: James Brown. 
SECONDED: Scott Brooks. 


Selectman Brown deferred to Scott Brooks, Road Agent. Mr. 
Brooks explained that the existing culvert will not handle the flow of 
water. 


Discussion. 


VOTE ON ARTICLE 9: YES, the article carries.

To see 1f the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$31,350.00 for the installation of a third compactor at the transfer station.

ARTICLE 11: 


To see 1f the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$20,000.00 for the improvements to the Town Hall Kitchen. 


MOTION: James Brown. 
SECONDED: Justin Brooks. 


Selectman Brown noted that there are serious health issues with 
the town hall kitchen and the improvements need to be made so that the 
State does not shut it down. Selectman Babb also pointed out that the 
Town Hall is the emergency management shelter for the Town of 
Freedom. 


Discussion. 


Chuck Brooks made a MOTION TO MOVE the question; the 
VOTE CARRIED to move the question. 


VOTE ON ARTICLE 11: YES, the article carries. 


ARTICLE 12: 


To see if the Town will vote to establish the position of Fire 
Chief as a paid position, to be appointed by the Board of Selectmen 
pursuant to RSA 154:1,1(a) and to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$46,000.00 to fund this position, such funds to be in addition to the 
amount appropriated in Article 4 as the Fire Chief’s stipend. 


MOTION: Les Babb.

Selectman Babb spoke to the Article and noted that the salary for 
this position would actually be the $46,000.00 plus the $12,000.00 
stipend for the chief listed in Article 4 for a total of $58,000.00. 


Betty Godfrey spoke in favor of the article and in favor of Gene 
Doe, the current fire chief, to continue as the chief. 


Selectman Babb pointed out that this Article 1s to create the 
position only and the Selectmen are encouraging Gene to apply. 


Rick Zecher inquired as to whether the $58,000.00 was in the 
correct compensation range for this position. 


Selectman Babb noted that it had been researched and the State 
looked at as a whole, that the chief would have to use his own vehicle for 
a while, and that the budget would be expanding for this position. It is 
currently planned that the Police Department’s Tahoe, due to be replaced 
next year, would be turned over to the fire chief for use. Selectwoman 
Cupka noted that the salary and benefits were based on a family plan and 
that may change if the new chief is single, and that relative to the other 
towns, this is on the lower end of the pay scale and noted that towns with 
a population of 5000 were used rather than 1500 because Freedom’s 
population swells in the summer time. 


Robert Libby inquired whether the position was going to be 
appointed or elected. 


Selectman Babb noted the position would be appointed because 
the town needs to be sure that the necessary inspections are done and 
needs to maintain control and to be able to mandate how the job 1s 
handled to avoid liability issues and by appointing, it allows the 
Selectmen to direct. Selectman Cupka noted that the position comes 
with a specific skill base and that is how the hiring should be done — 
based on a skill base and not a popularity contest. 


Fire Chief Gene Doe spoke on behalf of the article noting that 
because of the meetings, paperwork, inspections etc. this is now a full 
time job, also pointing out that there are between 2000-3000 kids at the 
camps during the summer months and inspections are critical for life 
safety; he issues between 230-250 fire permits each year and now the 
campgrounds all need to be inspected — which totals 1200 sites between 
Totem Pole (456) and Danforth Bay (700), and everything has to be 
documented for follow-up purposes and potential liability issues. 


Discussion. 
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Marlene Knoll asked 1f the Town’s zoning laws could be used to 
force the camps to do their own inspections. 


Selectman Babb stated that the zoning ordinance does not 
address life safety issues. 


Town Counsel, Susan Slack, stated that the town can only 
enforce as enabled by the State; and the State doesn’t allow the Town to 
go in; that the life safety standards are under the jurisdiction of the fire 
chief.

Selectman Brown explained that the Town Hall is the location of 
the Town’s emergency shelter, then turned the discussion over to the Fire 
CHIGie Wrenermete, 


Chief Doe explained that he’d like to have ten complete sets and 
if any money were left over, he’d like to purchase sand bags. 


Discussion. 
VOTE ON ARTICLE 16: YES, the article carries. 
ARTICLE 17: 


To see 1f the Town will vote to establish the position for a Health 
Officer as a paid position and to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$2,300.00 for this position. 


MOTION: Donna Cupka 
SECONDED: James Brown 


Selectwoman Cupka stated that this position is required by the 
State, that the Selectmen have filled this position in the past but now find 
that the position should be filled by somebody who has a health 
background, and that Pam Fortin has been in this position for the past 
eight months, 1s qualified for the position and willing to continue in this 
position. 


Tom Kondrat asked if this was something the future fire chief 
could do. Ms. Cupka stated that they wouldn’t consider combining this 
position because of the requirements. 

Pam Fortin spoke to the article and explained that the amount 
stated was adequate pay for this position at this point, based on the time 
she'd already spent doing the job.

To see if the Town will limit the Municipal Land and 
Building Capital Reserve Fund by directing that no land be 
purchased with the Fund without the specific approval of Town 
Meeting, and not until the Town, through the Board of Selectmen, 
have produced: 1) a current Building Evaluation to include a 
professional assessment of the potential for expansion and upgrade 
capacity of town-owned buildings and parcels of land, and 2) a 
Cost Estimate Summary to include professional estimates for the 
improvement of existing buildings and also for the purchase of 
new land and construction of new facilities. The expenses of 
generating said Building Evaluation and Cost Estimate Summary 
shall not exceed 10% of the balance in the Municipal Land and 
Building Capital Reserve Fund, including any sums added to the 
Fund at the 2009 Town Meeting.

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Freedom Public Library 
2008 Annual Report 


2008 was another great year at the Freedom Public Library. In 
April, the Librarian, Elizabeth Rhymer, and the trustees developed 
a mission statement for the library which reads as follows: 


The Freedom Public Library serves as a community 
center, and we pride ourselves on our warm and 
welcoming environment for visitors of all ages. We 
provide a variety of resources, services, and programs to 
meet the informational, cultural and recreational needs 
of year round and seasonal residents of Freedom and 
are committed to open access to materials and 
resources for all. 


Our commitment to create a warm and welcoming environment ts 
apparent to all who enter the library. Twice a week, the library 
now offers free coffee and tea, and children of all ages have been 
coming to play on the library’s new Wii gaming console. These are 
just a couple of new ways the library has sought to bring 
community together here. 


The Book Club celebrated its 18" anniversary in 2008. Their 
monthly book discussion meetings generally attract 10-15 people. 
In June, the group took a road trip to the Currier Art Museum and 
Frank Lloyd Wright’s Zimmerman House. 


Our publicity efforts have been enhanced by a sign board 
purchased for us by the Friends of the Library. Anyone driving or 
walking by the library now sees announcements of upcoming 
events. The director also began a popular library newsletter which 
is delivered by email to close to 500 patrons and other interested 
parties. 


We counted 9379 patron visits at the library in 2008. The library’s 
five public computers are constantly in use and it is common to 
have one or more patrons accessing the internet on their laptops 
with the library’s free wireless connection. We have twice as 
many patrons visit the library in the summer as we do in the winter 
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months in part because of the large influx of summer residents 
returning to town. We are happy to be able to provide services for 
ALL of Freedom’s residents, whether seasonal or year round. 


The Summer Reading Program was expanded with separate 
reading programs for children in elementary school and younger, 
for teens, and for adults with 150 total participants. Local 
businesses donated enticing prizes for the older two groups and 
residents donated toys and games for the library store, where the 
younger children “shopped” for their prizes at the end of the 
summer. Local residents Laura Riddle and Larry Johnson headed 
up a four-member rock band that played at the summer reading 
program finale. What fun. 


The summer was bursting with activities including a magic show 
to kick off the summer at the Freedom Elementary School, weekly 
teen nights with crafts and movies, pizza and movie nights 
throughout the summer, writing workshop series, Fun Fridays 
activities for kids, video workshop, teen book club, preschool story 
time, and our annual visit from Andrea Wright and her “Books 
Alive!” program during Old Home Week. 


The Friends of the Library continues to support the library in many 
ways including financially and through providing volunteers. 

They also sponsored programs of the NH Humanities Council, one 
in the fall, and a two-session book discussion group 1n the spring. 
Several new volunteers stepped up to the plate for the library in 
2008 and we thank all of our volunteers for providing the extra 
manpower to allow the library to provide such a wide range of 
programs and services. Judy Johnson, Library Assistant, and 
Elizabeth could never do what they do without the help of our 
wonderful volunteers. 


We were sad to lose our good friend Jim Clemons, who died in 
April. Jim started our very successful writing workshop for youth 
and led it for three summers. The family suggested donations to 
the library in his memory and we were grateful for the $1180 we 
received. Another friend of the library, Jackie Kucera, passed 
away this fall and we received donations in her memory as well. 
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The library was faced with a couple of expensive maintenance 
projects in 2008. Heat tape was installed on the library roof above 
the main walkway where ice has been a perennial problem and the 
library’s air handling system had to be replaced. We will need to 
replace the boiler and the air conditioning system in the near 
future. 


We invite all Freedom residents to visit and discover what a 
community treasure we have here at the Freedom Public Library.

BOARD OF SELECTMEN REPORT 


2008 proved to be a battle with Mother Nature. Starting 
with large amounts of heavy snow which took its toll on roofs and 
plow equipment. Amending the winter highway budget during 
town meeting allowed Scott and his gang of dedicated employees 
to keep our roads to the standard we, as town’s people have come 
to expect. By amending our budget we also avoided any cuts in 
services that so many area towns are currently dealing with. July 
dealt us weather that may of us have never seen in our “neck of the 
woods” - F] Tornado, followed by flooding rains. Very big hats 
off to our town’s emergency crews, highway dept & neighbors 
who helped provide quick response and clean up during this 
disaster. Again this year the board would like to extend a very big 
thank you to Road Agent Scott Brooks and Administrative 
Assistant Karen Hatch for filing all of the FEMA paperwork so the 
town could be reimbursed for 75% of the damage we suffered 
during these storms. The flooding rains damaged our roads but 
because we had gravel in reserve, the Highway Dept. was able to 
make repairs without needing, purchasing or waiting for expensive 
gravel from other venues, whose supplies were very limited. This 
year we are once again planning ahead by crushing our own gravel 
to replace our supply that proved to be so vital & cost effective. 


I would like to revisit Selectman Babb’s 2005 report 
regarding our town’s growth: 
‘Along with growth and evolution comes increased demand for 
services as well as mandates from the state and federal level on 
building requirements. To meet the needs of accessibility, safety 
(of the citizens, historical and current records), parking, spatial 
requirements and storage, we have brought an article forward to 
start setting aside monies to address the building issue. It is our 
goal to continue to do this for the next 3 to 5 years so that planning 
can be done and land may be acquired prior to the start of 
construction. This should minimize the affect on the tax rate.” It 
has now been almost 4 years 1n the making and this year we are 
bringing forth an article to purchase a parcel of land for this 
project. The Land Committee has encountered many challenges 
trying to find an appropriate piece of land that had proper location, 
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acreage, affordable pricing and an owner who was willing to sell. 
We are very fortunate as a Town that we have enough funds set 
aside to make this land purchase, because a long term plan has 
been in place and funding as been appropriated each year. This 
purchase will have no effect on our tax rate. 


On a personal note, it has been an education and a pleasure 
to serve the Town of Freedom in the role of Selectman for the past 
3.5 years. I have learned so much about this wonderful Town and 
its people who call Freedom home. I have also witnessed how 
fortunate we are as towns’ people to have such dedicated 
Department Heads and their staffs who truly care about the welfare 
of their town and who prepare each day to meet the needs of the 
people who live here. I hope to continue servicing the town in 
different venues in the future and I hope you will also consider 
volunteering your time to learn about your town by participating 
on one of the many boards and/or committees the town needs in 
order to operate.

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FREEDOM FIRE-RESCUE 
DEPARTMENT REPORT 


I would like to take this opportunity to thank the residents of 
Freedom for their continuous support, the members of the Fire 
Department who continue to respond to the town’s residents 
requests during their emergency needs, the Police Department for 
their continuous support to the department and the residents of 
Freedom, the Highway Department who continues to supply the 
department with well maintained roads, and the ladies in the Town 
Office who provide daily support to the department. 


This year the Fire- Rescue Department was able to purchase, in 
cooperation with Huggins Hospital, a Philips 12 Lead Cardiac 
Monitor that lists for $31,105.00 for the price of $6,534.68. This 
was a savings of $24,570.32. This piece of equipment was 
mandated by the American Heart Association and the new January 
1, 2009 DOT Protocols. 


The Fire Department was also able to purchase a Can-Am 650 4x4 
ATV with association donations and gift money. The cost was 
$8,400.00. 


In July 2008 the Town was hit by a tornado. The path went across 
Route 25 to Freedom Shores Road. It then made its way to Old 
Portland Road and then out into Maine. Considering the damage it 
caused, many were fortunate it did not strike our more populated 
areas in town. In learning from this incident, we have been able to 
develop better communication between Fire, Police and Highway 
departments here in Town. 


The Fire Department has implemented the Residential Assistance 
Forms. These forms are to be used to compile a list of resident 
who would or may need assistance during a medical emergency, 
unforeseen power outage, ice storm or any other incident in 
Freedom. These will also aid rescuers in ensuring residents have 
needed items such as glasses, medications, hearing aid, etc. in the 
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event a resident needs to leave their home and go to the shelter at 
the Town Hall or other location. These forms can be located at the 
Town Office, Post Office and the Fire Station.

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Medstar EMS — 2008 Activities Report 
Town of Freedom 


To The People of Freedom; 


In 2008 Medstar responded to nearly 1900 calls completing yet another 
busy year. In addition to our emergency work we have made many 
updates and improvements to the services we provide. 


Our staff now includes 33 NREMTs, certified from basic level to 
paramedic. We operate with 6 crew members on duty 24/7. We are proud 
to say we have paramedic level service a minimum of 76 hours per week. 
Though it is not required we believe it is of extreme importance. We now 
have five ambulances, and within the next couple of months, that will 
increase to seven. In an effort to offer the people of our area more 
comprehensive service we soon will be offering wheelchair van 
transportation. In the spring we will be placing a small motor home in 
service. This vehicle will be used to provide rehab for firefighters, a 
command post for extended rescues, and a mobile first aid room for 
events. Again, this is not a requirement, but it is an added service that we 
believe has considerable importance. Through our Operations Manager, 
who 1s a NH certified EMS Instructor we are now offering EMT Basic as 
well as EMT Intermediate training locally. We now have a full-time 
certified mechanic in house. This has made a tremendous difference in 
our maintenance program and ensures a faster turn around on vehicle 
repairs. Ambulances are no different than our own vehicles. When they 
develop a mechanical issue it is important to get them back tn service as 
soon as possible.

Spring fire season lasted unusually Jong this past year, with very high fire danger stretching into the first week of June. Once again, the 
rains started to fall during the summer and the fire activity was fairly light for the remainder of the year, The acreage burned was less 
than that of 2007. The largest forest fire during the 2008 season burned approximately 54 acres on Rattlesnake Mountain in Rumney on 
White Mountain National Forest property. Another 39 acre fire occurred on Mount Major in Alton during the month of April. Our 
statewide system of 16 fire lookout towers is credited with keeping most fires small and saving several structures this season due to their 
quick and accurate spotting capabilities. Many homes in New Hampshire are located in the wildland urban interface, which is the area 
where homes and flammable wildland fuels intermix. Several of the fires during the 2008 season threatened structures, a constant 
reminder that forest fires burn more than just trees. Homeowners should take measures to prevent a wildland fire from spreading to their 
home. Precautions include keeping your roof and gutters clear of leaves and pine needles, and maintaining adequate green space around 
your home free of flammable materials. Additional information and homeowner recommendations are available at www.firewise.org.

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TRANSFER STATION REPORT 


In 2008 the Transfer Station had 952.90 tons removed from the 
Transfer Station of that 27% was recycled from our solid waste

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PLANNING BOARD REPORT 


The Planning Board began the year with the sudden and untimely 
death of Chairman Paul Dorian. His contributions to the town 
were significant and he is sorely missed. In September, Ralph 
Kazanjian passed away after a long and painful illness. Again, the 
Board lost a dedicated and hardworking member. We continue to 
miss them both. 


It was a relatively quiet year for land use activities. The Board 
reviewed and accepted applications for a number of boundary line 
adjustments and mergers of lots and completed one site plan 
review. We had no applications for subdivisions this year. 


In April, the Board approved the update to the Master Plan and 
started to work on implementing the Plan’s recommendations. 
Two subcommittees are addressing opportunities for senior 
housing and steep slopes and ridgeline ordinance options. In 
November, the Board began work on a change to the zoning 
ordinance to comply with a new workforce housing law (RSA 
674:58-61). With the help of Ned Hatfield, the zoning officer, and 
Scott Lees, the Chair of the ZBA, the Board produced an article 
that will allow workforce housing while giving the town control 
over the location and look of any workforce housing development. 
Thank you to the Board, Ned and Scott for all their work on this 
critical effort.

ZONING OFFICER REPORT 


The year 2008 was a busy year for zoning due to the need 
to deal with enforcement and to work on changes to the Zoning 
Ordinance. Routine building permits for accessory buildings or 
expansions to existing homes were moderate in quantity with a 
small number of new homes being built. 


The biggest change this year was the introduction by the 
state of a Revised Comprehensive Shoreland Protection Act 
effective July 1°. The purpose of this revision is to require 
necessary buffers and protective structures to preserve the quality 
of public waters from erosion and contamination in hopefully more 
effective ways. Revision of the Freedom Zoning Ordinance 
regarding shoreland protection and several other issues has 
continued this year and will be presented to the town for a vote at 
the 2010 town meeting. These issues include temporary housing, 
home occupations, and signs among others. The major time 
consuming issue, which has taken precedence as it is required by 
state law, 1s the establishment of a work-force housing ordinance. 
This will be presented to the town early in 2009 and be ready for a 
vote at the 2009 town meeting. 


Issues which have required most enforcement consideration 
have been shoreland protection and tree cutting. I would encourage 
land owners to look into zoning considerations prior to carrying 
out activities which may require a permit or violate the Town’s 
Zoning Ordinance. Normally compliance can be worked out to 
everyone’s satisfaction. 


I once again ask residents to come forth with concerns 
regarding zoning and possible ordinance changes. Living in a 
community requires some level of control and works best with 
thoughtful input from all citizens.

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Freedom Conservation Commission 
Report 


The conservation commission continued in its typical duties of 
reviewing zoning board and DES applications, most of which 
pertained to shorefront properties. An amendment to the 
Comprehensive Shoreland Protection Act became effective July 1° 
. It is recommended to become familiar with these changes, 
especially shorefront property owners, as a permit 1s required for 
most construction activities employed within the designated 
protected shoreland area. 


The town forest continues to bring pleasure to many local residents 
and visitors alike. The Scrub Oak Scramblers hosted its second 
winter carnival and Purity Springs hosted its first sled dog race 
throughout part of the forest both of which attracted a large 
number of participants. Numerous outdoor enthusiasts frequent the 
forest as well, varying from hunters and fishers to hikers and 
walkers. 


BH Keith Associates have continued to be the consulting foresters 
and have provided for many achievements in its administration and 
work plan. A timber harvest conducted for forest improvement and 
wildlife habitat resulted in revenue that will assist to enable 
ongoing town forest management practices and wildlife habitat 
viability. Areas of patch cuts were administered near to the airstrip 
to create early successional habitat. This habitat improvement 
compliments ruffed grouse and woodcock and was funded by NH 
Fish and Game and the Ruffed Grouse Society whom are very 
enthusiastic about these endeavors. A number of landings were 
stumped and seeded to provide for permanent grass wildlife 
openings which were funded through the Wildlife Management 
Institute and USDA. Mooseplate grant money was also procured to 
improve the trail to Mary’s Mountain, and to create an additional 
trail from the Jackman Ridge Road to the summit. 
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Ongoing improvement work on the Jackman Ridge Road to Trout 
Pond has continued, to provide for access during the summer and 
while road conditions are appropriate. Unfortunately, some illegal 
vehicular access remains a problem resulting in the destruction of 
many of our projects and efforts toward the promotion of quality 
wildlife habitat. New gate installations have been successfully 
completed with additional gates planned for 2009. The 
conservation commission extends its gratitude to Scrub Oak 
Scramblers and the town road crew for assisting in these 
installations. 


Lastly, a very hearty and grateful acknowledgement 1s extended to 
Beth Earle who is leaving the board and whom has been a 
monumental conservation commission member and co-chair along 
with a Forest Advisory Committee member and chair. Her 
outstanding commitment and organizational skills have been 
significantly noteworthy. Thanks also to Karen Hatch and Linda 
Farinella for all their great work.

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ROAD AGENT REPORT 


The Year 2008, “what a roller coaster ride it was,” with 
soaring fuel costs that affected all aspects of life as we know it 
today. The most exasperating part of it all was stretching the 
appropriated funds for the public’s safety, preventive maintenance, 
and the improvements. Prices increased every ten days or so, on 
many items that are used in maintaining our roads. The price 
increases were higher than anyone expected. Everything was so 
unstable; companies would only hold pricing for ten days or less. 


Mother Nature left us with 11 snow storms in December 
‘07, January, February, March ‘08 were just as snowy breaking 
records for total snow fall, (146 inches in our town). December 
‘08 was the wettest on record. My seven man crew performed the 
task of snow removal, working 20 weeks at the ready 24/7. The 
total hours worked (7,092 hrs.) - half of these weeks being over 60 
hours. 


Our summer of 2008, started off on the dry side. Then the 
first time in history, on July 24" we are faced with a Tornado 
destroying acres of forest causing blocked roads. Damage to 
homes was minimal. A damage assessment team from Emergency 
Management, from Concord, NH assessed the damage to see if it 
met FEMA’S threshold for municipal assistance. Our county met 
the threshold for FEMA’S assistance. Then we experienced one 
severe rain event after the other until August 14", bringing FEMA 
back once again to assess more damage to our roadways. I 
completed all necessary forms to receive the assistance through 
FEMA for the damages, These unexpected weather events also 
created additional work for the Highway Dept. To date we have 
worked eight weeks to repair the damage and it will take several 
more weeks this 2009 season.
